THE ,NAVAL CONFERENCE TANGLE 


IT IS becoming''more and more dear that discussions which 
1 were intended to pave the way for a new naval agreement by 
the United States, Japan and Great Britain have all but failed 
of their purpose, declares the Philadelphia Inquirer. The British 
Prime Minister seems to have a vague hope that something 
definite may yet be accomplished; but his feeling is not shared 
by either the American or the Japanese delegates. 
The lat- 


ter have frankly admitted that the principle of equality as the 
basis for a new treaty has not been accepted by the former and 
will not be. 
"Of what use is it," they ask, "to go on discussing 


details?" 
But Mr. MacDonald has an immense belief in the 


power of rhetoric and he still feels that some compromise is 
possible. 


With Great Britain nominally on the side of the United 


Stales, but apparently open to conviction by Japan, though all 
her interests coincide with ours, the discussions have resolved 
themselves into a deadlock which there seems to be small chance 
of breaking. 
Probably no one is yet ready to admit that it is a 


failure. 
But plainly Japan intends to have, if possible, a naval 


force which will give her the mastery of the Pacific. 
All her 


• ambitions point in that direction. 


The threat alike to American and to British interests is un- 


disguised. 
MOT should the British government believe that any 


yielding to Japan will secure its interests while endangering ours. 
The Japanese policy in this instance is familiar. 
Sow discord 


between the United States and Great Britain and the conquest 
of Asia will become the more easy. 


At this moment Japan has somewhat naively disclosed her 


purpose by the trade designs of her puppet Manchukuo, in whose 
name she is preparing to establish a monopoly, not only in oil, 
but in other articles of commerce. 
By this means the Open 


Door is to be tightly closed. 
Thus-Japan repudiates a treaty of 


which she is a signer. 
But what matter?

The boy has a natural right to equip himself for the responsibili- 


ties of the man. When he comes to manhood he must be self-supporting, 
self-reliant; he must be capable, useful, competent and willing to do his 
part; he must know enough of the world and of its people to find his 
part, recognize the parts of others, understand the community of serv- 
ice; in short, he must be able to get along, by himself and with others. 
Boyhood is an apprenticeship for manhood. 


This is one of the fundamental reasons why the newspaper boy 


is happy and fortunate in his vocation, and why he should be encour- 
aged to develop the opportunities it offers. 


The newspaper boy is a young merchant. He deals with the pub- 


lic, as does the tradesman. The conditions of success are elemental. He 
is the master of his own fortune. He must render good service. He must 
be dependable. He must be prompt, punctual, attentive to the, duty. He 
must be enterprising, energetic; he finds that his personality counts; 
success comes.in the measure he works for it. He learns to know peo- 
ple, appreciates the fact that thu-y are not all alike, acquires the tact 
of dealing with folks of varying natures. 


Of all the various employments for the boy, newspaper service

FEEDING THE WORLD 


As nearly as can be estimated, the population of the world reached 


850 millions in 1800 and in the century between that and 1900 it practically 
doubled. It is now about 1,750 million. 


When it is considered that it took the human race possibly half 


a million years to reach 880 million and only 100 years to double that 
number the fact is significant. Looking into the future, it must be re- 
membered that human life is being lengthened and preserved through 
better observance of the laws of health and the advancement ot science; 
also that if in the future wars can be reduced, still greater increase may 
be expected. 


The question naturally arises, for how ninny people can the earth 


supply the necessary food? 
When, if ever, will famine become general, 


instead of occasional and local, as in the past and present? 
j 


So far, there is ample food in the world, if it could be distributed 


where it is needed. But right now hundreds of thousands in the Near 
East, in Russia, in India, in China and in many other parts of the world 
are dying from lack of food. 


In the past hundred years vast new areas of fertile land have been 


opened to cultivation, but famine still exists, partly through congestion 
of populations and partly through lack of transportation. 


While this problem may not seriously affect America for several 


generations, at the present rate of increase in population it will only be a 
question of time until the food situation will be a grave one for the en- 
tire world, unless improved chemical means for sustaining life can be 
practically developed. 


Probably the civic clubs of the distant future will be trying to get 


rid of people, instead of boosting for bigger towns. 


Higher prices are the goal of the recovery program, the president 


says. There still seems to bo some doubt, though, as to how to have things 
sold at high prices and bought at low ones.

NEW YORK, Nov. 1,—Pound - 
in* an immense fist upon a desk 
top, Fred C. Perkins, the former 
Cornell football star who regards 
himself as the champion of the 
small 
manufacturers 
of 
the 
country in one of the most im­ 
portant test fights yet brought 
against the NBA, announced de­ 
fiantly today: 
“All hell can’t stop me now. 
I wouldn’t quit this thing for a 
million dollars. And even If I’m 
beaten in the supreme court and 
they put me in jail again they 
can’t force me to do something 
I can’t do. 
“They started it and if I’m licked 
to a frazzle in every court in the 
land I’ll still be unbeaten because 
when we get through I ’ll have the 
country behind me." 
Enlists Help. 
Perkins, the York, Pennsylvania, 
manufacturer of storage batteries, 
whose case aroused national atten­ 
tion when he was thrown into jail 
for failure to pay the minimum 
wage fixed by the code for the stor­ 
age battery industry, is in New York 
conferring with a number of promi­ 
nent persons whose support he hopes 
to enlist. 
He saw John W. Davis, former 
Democratic candidate for president, 
lie said, and though he found Davis 
non-comm ittal he believes he arous­ 
ed his sympathy. 
Not Political Fight. 
“And I have an appointment with 
A1 Smith and I believe he will see 
my side of the case, too,” he added. 
“There is nothing political in this 
fight. I have always admired Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt and I think there are 
some good things in the NRA though 
it has not worked out the way the 
country expected. Why, Democrats 
and Republicans have both passed 
the hat to help prepare my defense 
because I am a poor man and I 
have received letters of encourage­ 
m ent from men of all shades of 
political opinion. 
“Most of them come from men in 
the same boat with me. 
They are 
operating little factories in small 
towns and can’t pay the wages fixed 
by the code authorities, figuring on 
the big cities.” 
At 56, Perkins is still a- giant of 
a man, 6 feet tall, weighing 200 
pounds. He is partly bald and grey 
but it’s easy to imagine he was a 
crushing ball carrier at Cornell in 
the football days of the late ’90s. 
Tough Circumstances. 
Perkins employs only 20 men in 
his little factory in West York where 
he lives with his second wife, a poor 
m an with a $165 car, because, he 
added apologetically: 
“In lieu of alimony I gave my first 
wife everything I had. 
And then 
along came the 1929 crash and I ’ve 
never been able to come much of the 
way back.” 
He applied for exemption from the 
code authority wage rate, which was 
40 cents an hour—he was paying 25 
—on the ground th a t he wrould have 
to close his little plant, but the ex­ 
emption was refused and things be­ 
gan to happen. 
Never Had Eagle. 
First he was notified th at he was 
violating the code provisions, and 
then a little while later he was or­ 
dered to surrender all his blue eagle 
emblems to the town postmaster. 
“T hat was funny,” he said, “be­ 
cause I had never had a blue eagle— 
I knew I couldn’t afford to pay the 
scale.” 
The next thing th at happened was 
not so funny. A United States m ar­ 
shal came to York and arrested him 
on a w arrant issued from United 
States court on a complaint issued 
by the litigation department of NRA. 
Bond was fixed at $5,000. He could­ 
n ’t pay it and he didn’t want to ask 
any of his friends—“you know how 
it is to go around begging money 
in these times”—so he went to jail. 
Released From Jail. 
There he remained for 18 days 
until a wealthy Pennsylvania shoe 
m anufacturer heard of his plight 
and pledged property worth $250,000 
to get him out. 
“T hat’s what made me mad as 
hell,” he said today. 
“I had been 
sick for about a year before this 
happened. 
When they asked me 
what would happen if they closed 
my plant I told them I ’d have to go j 
on relief but they put me in jail 
anyway.” 
News of Perkins’ plight spread 
throughout Pennsylvania. 
Harold 
B. Beitler. president of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Bar association, offered his 
services free as chief of defense 
counsel, associated with George S. 
Love of York, Perkins’ personal at- : 
torney. 
Reed Offers Help.

Perkins showed | 
the letter today.

"All 
hell can't stop me now, 


I wouldn't quit this thing for a 
million dollars. And even If I'm 
beaten in the supreme court and 
they put me in jail again they 
can't force me to do something 
J can't do. 
"They started it and if I'm licked 
io a frazzle in every court in the 
land I'll still be unbeaten because 
when we get through I'll have the 
country behind me." 


Enlists Help. 


Perkins, the York, Pennsylvania, 


manufacturer of storage batteries, 
whose case aroused national atten- 
tion when he was thrown into jail 
for failure to pay the minimum 
wage fixed by the code for the stor- 
age battery Industry, is in New York 
conferring with a number of promi- 
nent persons whose support he hopes 
to enlist. 


He saw John W. Davis, former 


Democratic candidate for president, 
lie said, and though he found Davis 
non-committal he believes he arous- 
ed his -sympathy.. 


Not Political Fight. 


"And I have an appointment with 


Al Smith and I believe he will see 
my side of the case, too," he added. 


'"There is nothing political in this 


fight. I have always admired Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and I think there are 
some good things in the NBA though 
it has not worked out the way the 
country expected. Why, Democrats 
and Republicans have both passed 
the hat to help prepare my defense 
because I am a poor man and I 
have received letters of encourage- 
ment from men of all shades of 
political opinion. 
"Most of them come from men in 


the same boat with me. They are 
operating little factories in small 
towns and can't pay the wages fixed 
by the code authorities, figuring on 
the big cities." 


At 56, Perkins is still a- giant of 


a man; 6 feet tail, weighing" 200 
pounds. He is partly bald and grey 
tout it's easy to imagine he was a 
crushing ball carrier at Cornell in 
the football days of the late '90s. 


Tough Circumstances. 


Perkins employs only 20 men in 


his little factory in West York where 
he lives with his second wife, a poor 
man with a $105 car, because, he 
added apologetically: 


"In lieu of alimony I gave my first 


wife everything I had. And then 
along came the 1929 crash and I've 
never been able to come much of the 
way back." 


He applied for exemption from the 


code authority wage rate, which was 
40 cents an hour—he was paying 25 
—on the ground that he would have 
to close his little plant, but the ex- 
emption was refused and things be- 
gan to happen. 


Never Had Eagle. 


First he was notified that he was 


violating the code provisions, and 
then a little while later he was or- 
dered to surrender all. his blue eagle 
emblems to tne town postmaster. 
"That was funny," he said, "be- 


cause I had never had a blue eagle— 
I knew I couldn't afford to pay the 
scale." 


The next thing that happened was 


not so funny. A United States mar- 
shal came to York and arrested him 
on a warrant issued from United 
States court on a complaint issued 
"by the litigation department of NRA. 
Bond was fixed at $5,000. He could- 
n't pay it and he didn't want to ask 
any of his friends—"you know how 
it is to go around begging money 
in these times"—so he went to jail. 


Released From Jail. 


There he remained for 18 days 


until a wealthy Pennsylvania shoe 
manufacturer heard of his plight 
and pledged property worth $250,000 
to get him out. 


"That's what made me mad as 


hell," he said today. "I had been 
sick for about a year before this 
happened. 
When they asked me 


what would happen if they closed 
my plant I told them I'd have to go 
on relief but they put me in jail 


. anyway." 


News of Perkins" plight spread 


throughout Pennsylvania. 
Harold 


B. Beitler. president of the Pennsyl- 
vania Bar association, offered his 
services free as chief of defense 
counsel, associated with George S. 
Love of York, Perkins' personal at- 
torney. 


Reed Offers Help. 


Former Senator James A. Reed 


of Missouri wrote offering the New- 
York man his help, regardless of any 
fee consideration. Perkins showed 
the letter today. 


"Taking into consideration your 


situation, that of your employes and 
the condition of your business," the 
letter said in part, "I know of no 
oppressive action in any country 
whether ruled by king or dictator 
of greater outrage than that to which 
you have been subjected." 


Reed said he would like to be on 


liand for the hearing before the 
United States district court, orig- 
inally set for October 15 and later 
for October 23 at Scranton, but had 
other engagements. 
But now the 


case has been transferred to Har- 
risburg where the hearing is to open 
December 3 and Perkins believes the 
fiery Reed will be on hand to attack 
the .NRA administration.

lie became warden in 1925, only four 
were college graduates, only 38 had 
been to college and fewer than 60 
had finished a standard four-year 
high school course. 
.Speaking at the Kiwanians’ week- 
ly luncheon-meeting at The Castle- 
?on, Warden Ash, now the presi­ 
dent of the American Prison asso­ 
ciation, discussed what he referred 
fo as “one of the most expensive 
luxuries that taxpayers are burdened 
with in these much-troubled times.” 
Most of the noted prison warden’s 
message was an enlightening review 
of daily life and practices at the 
Pittsburgh penitentiary, but here 
and there during the speech, Mr. 
Ash directed ringing pleas to his 
audience for “loyal support” of pris­ 
on wardens in their determined drive ! 
to reduce crime. 
Attorney Thomas W. Dickey, close ! 
i/iend of the warden, introduced 
him. 
False Picture, He Says. 
‘ A false picture,” the speaker de­ 
clared as he began, “ is what people 


there.” Here he challenged the club­ 
men to act in the work of boys’ clubs. 
He told the luncheon group that 
j “breaking boys of bad traits was 
much easier than breaking men who 
have developed them.”

••They started it and if I'm licked 


io a frazzle in every court in the 
land I'll still be unbeaten because 
when we get through I'll have the 
country behind me." 


Enlists Help. 


Perkins, the York, Pennsylvania, 


manufacturer of storage batteries, 
whose case aroused national atten- 
tion when he was thrown into jail 
for failure to pay the minimum 
wage fixed by the code for the stor- 
age battery industry, is in New York 
conferring with a number of promi- 
nent persons whose support he hopes 
to enlist. 
He saw John W. Davis, former 
Democratic candidate for president, 
he said, and though he found Davis 
non-committal he believes he arous- 
ed his sympathy.. 


Not Political Fight. 


"And I have an appointment with 


Al Smith and I believe he will see 
my side of the case, too," he added. 


"There Is nothing political in this 
flght. I have always admired Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and I think there are 
some good things in the NRA though 
it has not worked out the way the 
country expected. Why, Democrats 
and Republicans have both passed 
the hat to help prepare my defense 
because I am a poor man and I 
have received letters of encourage- 
ment from men of all shades of 
political opinion. 
"Most of them come from men in 


the same boat with me. They are 
operating little factories in small 
towns and can't pay the wages fixed 
by the code authorities, figuring on 
the big cities." 
At 56, Perkins Is still a- giant .of 


a, man; 6 .feet•"lall,'." weighing""200 
pounds. He is pertly bald and grey 
but It's easy to imagine he was a 
crushing ball carrier at Cornell in 
the football days of the late '90s. 


Touch Circumstances. 


Perkins employs only 20 men in 


his little factory in West York where 
he lives with his second wife, a poor 
man with a $165 car, because, he 
added apologetically: 
"In lieu of alimony I gave my first 


•wife everything I had. 
And then 
along came the 1929 crash and I've 
never been able to come much of the 
•way back." 
He applied for exemption from the 


code authority wage rate, which was 
40 cents an hour—he was paying 25 
—on the ground that he would have 
to close his little plant, but the ex- 
emption was refused and things be- 
gan to happen. 
Never Had Eagle. 


First he was notified that he was 


violating the code provisions, and 
then a little while later he was or- 
dered to surrender all his blue eagle 
emblems to the town postmaster. 
"That was funny," he said, "be- 


cause I had never had a blue eagle— 
I knew I couldn't afford to pay the 
scale." 
The next thing that happened was 


not so funny. A United States mar- 
shal came to York and arrested him 
on a warrant issued from United 
States court on a complaint issued 
by the litigation department of NBA. 
Bond was fixed at $5,000. He could- 
n't pay it and he didn't want to ask 
any of his friends^'you know how 
it is to go around begging • money 
in these times"—so he went to jail. 


Released From Jail. 


There he remained for 18 days 


until a wealthy Pennsylvania shoe 
manufacturer heard of his plight 
and pledged property worth $250,000 
to get him out. 
"That's what made me mad as 


hell," he said today. "I had been 
sick for about a year before this 
happened. 
When they asked me 


what would happen if they closed 
my plant I told them I'd have to go 
on relief but they put me in jail 


. anyway." 


News of Perkins' plight spread 


throughout Pennsylvania. 
Harold 


B. Beitler, president of the Pennsyl- 
vania Bar association, offered his 
services free as chief of defense 
counsel, associated with George S. 
Love of York, Perkins' personal at- 
torney. 


Reed Offers Help. 
Former Senator James A. Reed 


of Missouri wrote offering the New 
York man his help, regardless of any 
fee consideration. Perkins showed 
the letter today. 


"Taking into consideration your 


situation, that of your employes and 
the condition of your business," the 
letter said in part, "I know of no 
oppressive action In any country 
•whether ruled by king or dictator 
of greater outrage than that to which 
you have been subjected." 


Reed said he would like to be on 


hand for the hearing before the 
"United States district court, orig- 
inally set for October 15 and later 
for October 23 at Scranton, but had 
other engagements. 
But now the 


case has been transferred to Har- 
risburg where the hearing is to open 
December 3 and Perkins believes the 
fiery Reed will be on hand to attack 
the NRA administration.

Powerful Figure 


Executive Order M a k e s 


Richberg First Assistant 
To President Roosevelt 


(International N'ews Service) 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Donald 


R. Richberg today became one of 
the most powerful men to the ad- 
ministration. 


By an executive order from the 


White House he virtually was made 
President Roosevelt's first assistant 
without portfolio when the president 
consolidated the executive council 
with the National Emergency Coun- 
cil. 


Richberg will serve as executive 


director of the new organization. 
It includes every cabinet officer and 
executive head of the major perma- 
nent relief agencies. 


Closer Relations 
Mr. Roosevelt's order directed that 


the new organization "serve in an 
advisory capacity" to its executive 
director, Rlchberg. 


The National Recovery Adminis- 
tration was brought more closely 
under the thumb of the president 
in the same executive order. 


The president directed that the 
Industrial Emergency committee, of 
which Richberg is also a director, 
become a subcommittee of the Na- 
tional Emergency Council.
